On the wall just across the room 
from where I sit there hangs a picture 
of a very beautiful farm.

Today there stands on a portion of that cornfield a large nylon plant 
which offers employment to over two thousand (2,000) men and women of 
Martinsville and surrounding communities. This is typical of what has 
been going on in your lifetime and mine throughout this broad land of 
ours. Industries have sprung up in hundreds of cornfields and pastures, 
giving employment to thousands and thousands, where before only very 
small groups were employed. 


The results of these new and growing industries have been to produce 
more and better things for the comforts and pleasure of the American 
people and at a price they can afford. 


Have you ever tried to visualize what kind of world we would still be 
living in and what we would be doing if there were no automobile in- 
dustry, no furniture factories, no radio plants, no electric generators being 
built, no textile industry, no nylon plants? All these and many other in- 
dustries have helped to make a better life for you and me—but many 
people today seem to be forgetting this.

These beautiful products are the result of many years of research, 
and millions of dollars in capital for plants and machines that give work 
to thousands of people. Nylon is doing its part to disprove the old fallacy 
that machines TAKE rather than MAKE jobs for people. (Pages 8 & 9.) 
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1 i] Y F A R James Milford Bullington, better known as “Red,” 

was born on April 12, 1913, in Nashville, Tenn.

1 5 Y E A Dp S James G. “Jim” Elliott was born in Laurel, Del., 

May 26, 1902. While still a baby his parents moved 
to the Eastern Sho’ of Virginia where Jim received his elementary 
schooling. He graduated from high school in the State of Maryland and 
received his college training at the University of Delaware. 

After college graduation, he became associated with his father in the 
retail lumber business in Delmar, Del., and continued in this work until 
entering the employment of the Du Pont Company in 1934. 

His first job was with the Engineering Department on major con- 
struction at the Chambers Works. When Jim was transferred from this 
job he was the only cost clerk in the office and had 17 major projects on 
his books totaling several million dollars.

IN the January and February issues 
of Tne BLENDER, you remember we 
discussed the tremendous amount of 
waste the Plant is experiencing on hair- 
nets, Kex wipers, office knives and 
blades, safety glasses and cleaning com- 
pound. We also showed you how, 
with a little more care and respect for 
this property, a savings of several hun- 
dred dollars a month could be realized. 


Now, we want you in on a dis- 
cussion of the use and misuse of flash- 
lights and bulbs, leather gloves and 
paper towels. These items badly need 
our conservation attention. 


Let’s begin with flashlights and bulbs. 
In 1948 we used 1,200 flashlights at a 
cost of $1,320.00. 15,000 batteries at 
a cost of $5,750.00 were consumed. 
Most of these items are used in the 
Polymer and Spinning area to inspect 
process and equipment. Enough were 
issued in 1948 to give every user ap- 
proximately three a year. One should 
be sufficient for every user for an in- 
definite period of time if a little care is 
exercised. Batteries should be good for 
5-6 hours of continuous burning, and we 
earnestly believe the figure of 15,000 on 
this item can easily be cut one-third. IT 
CAN BE DONE IF YOU GIVE THIS 
WASTE A LITTLE CONSIDERATION 


NOW, what happens to this material? 
Flashlights are issued to many users 
who are later transferred to jobs where 
this item is not needed. Instead of 
turning them in to proper authorities, 
they are left in lockers and later turn 
up in salvage. Others get in trash cans 
and are burned; still others are dropped 
on concrete floors or banged on equip- 
ment causing the lens and switches to 
break. Many flashlights are left lying 
around with the light on. This con- 
sumes the majority of the batteries 
that are wasted. Often two batteries 
are discarded for new ones when one fresh 
one would do the trick. Good as well 
as bad ones end up in the trash. 


Let’s treat this property as if it 
were our own and we sincerely be- 
lieve that we can halve this cost of 
$7,100.00 on only two items. WE 
BELIEVE WE CAN COUNT ON 
YOUR HELP IN THE ECONOMY 
OF OUR PLANT’S BIG OPERATION. 
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JOHN GILBERT shows several flashlights in salvage. All of these were in good con- 


dition and should never have been discarded. We can eliminate this big Plant waste. 


FLASHLIGHT BATTERIES, at present, are used at the rate of 15,000 per year—cost 
$5,750.00. Conservation and proper care can easily reduce this figure by 33%.

OUR Stores Section stocks several types of gloves. The 
most used types are men’s long and short cuff styles and 
women’s short cuffs. These are the best types for safety 
features and diversified jobs. HOW ABOUT THIS 1948 
BILL: 7,212 pairs of men’s long cuffs at a cost of $9,926.00; 1,838 
pairs of short cuffs—cost $2,565.00; 688 pairs of women’s short 
cuffs—cost $908.00. This is a total of $13,399. 

It is acknowledged that there are some jobs which give 
gloves a useful span of only a week, other jobs only three 
weeks, but the majority of us are on jobs where the glove 
life span should be several months. 

Now, what happens to gloves? Dozens of pairs are dis- 
carded and placed in Salvage because they appear somewhat 
dingy; others are just plain lost; many are taken home and 
left. We want your help on this big item, too! 

LOOK AT THIS: In 1948 we consumed 1,070 cartons of 
paper towels at a staggering figure of $6,000.00.
